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said that “the primary purpose 
f the camp is to provide a ready j 
camp at which Utah’s national 
guard could be mobilized almost 
overnight.” He indicated that the 
camp is maintained year-round 
to provide a training area for the 
guard, for conferences and also 
to provide a state training site 
for the people of Utah. 

The camp maintains adequate 
fire protection facilities, main- 
tenance shops and winter stor- 
ege for the guard’s equipment. 
Three families also reside on the 
post. These include the assistant 
caretaker, a chef, and the super- 
visor of the hostess house. There 
are seven two-story barracks and 
three tent areas which house the 
officers during field training. The 
tent areas will be replaced by 
additional barracks in the near 
future, however. There are 200 
hutments, which are roomy, ce 
ment-floored, metal-roofed shel- 
ters with roll-up canvas siding 
which house from eight to 12 en-
